acres of tillable land, sown to 
grain, sugar beets and pastures. 
They run a dairy herd of Holstein- 
Friesiens, a flock of cross-bred 
sheep and a herd of Essex swine— 
the latter similar to our Hamp- 
shires. 

Tite sheep are ewes out of Bor- 
der Leicesters and Cheviots and 
bred to Suffolk rams. The sows 
had harnesses on them and were 
tethered near the farrowing hous- 
es. This was done so the little 
pigs would have the benefit of 
running loose on pasture. 

The farm also had a very mod- 
ern milking barn, complete with 
milking machines, automatic re- 
corders and a pipe milk line. They 
have their own grain storage 
units, including dryer, cleaner and 
dresser.

FOR THE SAKE OF INFORMATION 


For the sake of information, may we present the following con- 
cerning the status of the Sierra View Hospital district. 

The hospital district comprises the area of Porterville High School 
district and part of the Strathmore High School district; directors are 
elected by people of the district; a maximum tax of 20 cents on $100 
of assessed valuation can be levied by the district. 

Since formation of the district about nine years ago, a tax has 
been levied for only one year — to raise operating money for the dis- 
trict and to provide funds to purchase a hospital site at Jaye street 
and Putnam avenue in Porterville, which is still owned by the dis- 
trict. 

At present, however, the board, has taken action to levy a tax for 
the 1955-56 year — the maximum 20 cents, which will raise an esti- 
mated $90,000. This money will be used, it is stated by directors, 
for hospital construction, or possibly, in part, for district operational 
expense. 

Several years ago, a bond issue for $350,000 was approved for 
hospital construction, however, policy of the board at that time was 
not to use this bond money unless Hill-Burton funds were obtained 
for two-thirds of hospital construction costs. (Hill-Burton funds corne 
aoe state and federal sources; they are appropriated annually in 

August; the Sierra View district did not qualify this year for this 
money.) 

So voted bonds have not been sold; however, they can be sold at 
any time board members desire to do so. After they are sold, they 
will be repaid, of course, with tax money. 


Present hospital district directors are considering methods of fi- 
nancing construction of a district hospital, with three basic consid- 
erations. They can continue to levy a tax each year, accumulate 
money at the rate of about $90,000 per year, then, eventually, by 
using this money, and the voted bond money, build a hospital. Under 
this plan, a district hospital could not be built in less than probably 
five to seven years.

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State Board Of Equalization Action 


Tulare county supervisors this week issued a statement clarify- 


ing their stand in opposition to the state board of equalization’s order 
for a,23 per cent increase of assessed valuation in Tulare county. 


“We have authorized court 
action in this matter, ‘Board 
Chairman Rodgers L. Moore of 
Porterville, said. ‘‘We believe that 
assessed values in Tulare county 
are not below state average and 
we intend to contest the case with 
full facilities of the county.” 

Following is the complete state- 
ment by the supervisors: 

At the direction of this board 
of supervisors the county counsel 
commenced an action in the Su- 
perior court of this county asking 


, review by the court of the pro- 


ceedings of the state’ board of 
equalization which resulted in an 
order that the Tulare county as- 
sessment roll be increased 23%.° 

Evidence produced before the 
state board of equalization on July 
25, 1955, and additional evidence 
later furnished the state board by 
County Assessor Phil. U. Lucas 
demonstrated, in the opinion of 
this board, that the assessment 
ratio of Tulare county for 1955 
instead of being below the state- 
wide average, as contended by the 
State Board, was in fact above that 
average. 

Under these circumstances it 
would have been, most unfair to 
permit the transfer of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 in taxes in Tu- 
lare county from state assessed 
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Property over to the common 
Property taxpayer, particularly 
home owners and other owners of 
real property as ordered by the 
state board of equalization with- 
out a judicial review as to the 
legal sufficiency*of the order by 
the state board. 


This was further true because 
of the effect of the order upon 
many veterans in this county who 
would have lost their tax exemp- 
tions if the state board order had 
been complied with without prior 
judicial scrutiny. 


It was these reasons which 
caused the board of supervisors to 
institute the review action result- 
ing in Judge Fred Stone’s court 
order staying the state board’s or- 
der, ordering the county auditor 
temporarily to disregard it, and 
ordering the state board itself. to 
show cause why. its order should 
not be annulled. 

Although the members of this 
board took these steps because of 
their duty as trustees for the tax- 
payers of Tulare county, neverthe- 
less it should be made clear that 
this board agress heartily with the 
underlying motive of the state 
board in seeking to bring about 
inter-county equalization in this 
state. Such equalization, desirable 
as it is, can, however, be accom- 
plished only when the real facts 
are made known after full oppor- 
tunity to both sides, the state 
board staff and the county, acting 
as trustee for its taxpayers, so to 
do. The record of the proceedings 
before the state board this year, in 
our opinion, clearly shows neither 
the facts nor opportunity to de- 
velop the facts as accorded Tu- 
lare county. 

Members of this board are quite 
aware both of time limitations 
and personal pressure put upon 
members of the state board as a 
result of trying to conduct, almost 
simultaneously 14 or more pro- 
ceedings of this character. These 
pressures, we are certain, rather 
than any basic desire to be unfair 
to the taxpayers of Tulare county, 
brought about the situation which 
made this board of supervisors re- 
sort to the courts for corrective 
action. 

For these reasons, the board of 
supervisors. believes some modifi- 
cation, either administrative or 
statutory in character, is neces- 
sary in order to permit the state

(Contrnued From Page 1) 
ure an extra .85 inches. 


However, not all of the lands 


within the target range were 
showered with extra helpings of 
Man-made rain. In fact, one area 
in particular, the southern portion 
of the target group, comprising 
farms in the northern part of 
Kern county, actually experienced, 
for the first time in five years, ad- 
verse effects from seeding opera- 
tions, and wound up the season 
with about .40 inches less than 
would have occured naturally. 

This unfortunate situation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jones was due to 
over-seeding, a condition he de- 
Scribes ag a result of an over sup- 
ply of silver iodide crystals being 
present in the upper atmosphere 
and which caused the normal 
moisture producing rain clouds to 
turn to solid ice-sheeted Cirrus 
veils. Responsibility for the excess 
crystals was traced by the meteor- 
ologist to adjacent seeding pro- 
grams directly to the south of 
Kern county where ground gen- 
erator units seedeed the oncoming 
;thunderclouds ahead of the air- 
;craft employed by the Southern 
Sierra group. 

Presence in the area of the gen- 
;erators was not known until dis- 
covered by Mr. Jones in compil+ 
ing his evaluation report, which 
points the need for more strin- 
gent rules governing the regula- 
tions of cloud seeding operations. 
Directors of the local weather con- 
trol program have taken steps to 
prevent such an occurance hap- 
pening again. 

Other changes under considera- 
tion by directors for the season 
ahead is the addition of a consult- 
ing meteorologist to provide tech- 
nical assistance and perhaps. one 
or two spot placings of ground 
generator units in the higher ele- 
vations to aid in building up a 
snow pack on an experimental 
basis, mainstay of the program 
will again be aircraft as in the

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| past five years, 

Even ‘when the deficit of the 
Kern area is taken into considera- 
tion,. the report shows very defin- 
ately that cloud -seeding has im- 
mense economic possibilities, It 
shows that even a small increase 
can materially effect the economy 
with benefits that are out of all 
proportions to the costs involved, 
For example; an overall 10 per- 
cent increase would add something 
like $1,500,000 to the value of ir- 
rigated farmlands, also, a similar 
amount to dry farming and Tange 
operations. This is approximately 
50 times the cost of the local pro- 
gram. 

On the basis of the report, 
which was compiled on the ‘Re- 
gression. Method” as recommend- 
ed by the government’s Weather 
Advisory board, the future looks 
bright for cloud Seeding. As ad- 
ditional research ig conducted into 
this “newest of skills” it is felt 
¢eertain that efficiency of the op- 
erations will yield even greater 
returns, Perhaps, even to prove 


that clouds really do have silver 
linings.

On the farm also is 800 acres 
of marsh land that is being used 
to graze sheep and steers. The 
land is quite near the ocean and 
in the middle ran an inlet “port” 
where ships tied up waiting to un- 
load. It seemed quite odd to see 
a large freighter out in the mid- 
dle of a pasture. 

The land reminded me of parts 
of California, since this was the 
largest single field I had seen in 
England. Most fields average 
about 15 acres and will be enclosed 
by a hedge about five feet tall. 

The hedges, other than serving 
as windbreaks, seem to me to be 
quite a nuisance. They have to be 
trimmed at least once a_ year, 
which means hand labor. In ad- 
dition, they offer a hardy breed- 
ing place for weeds, rodents and 
bugs. They are a hazard at cer- 


tain intersections and last, but not 
least, they are*unattractive.
